Inning full power and authority to decide upon 
nil the qucBtioni or Allegations presented in hU 
huhnlf. Tho legal and just presumption is that 
thnt Court will declare tho law as it is. If the 
Act of Congress which he Is charged with hav- 
ing tiulnted, bo repugnant to the Constitution 
ot thu United States, we are bound to presume 
that thut CiMirt will so decide. And, certainly, 
it would Indicate a very great want of judicial 
confidence and integrity, if the State and Fed- 
eral Courts should attempt to wrest, the one 
from the other, the jurisdiction of causes, upon 
the mere suspicion that tbo one or the other 
would not decide according to law. Here, no 
no application to the Court, by virtue of whose 
process the petitioner is held, has been made 
tor his discharge ; no •litigation that the proper 
moans ot rellet had been denied him ; no intl- 
matiou that he his sought relief from that soarce 
and been refused it ; mit w« are asked to inter- 
fore in this preliminary utoge of the proceed- 
ing* uf that Court, before the latter ha* had any 
opportunity of applying or construing the law, 
•mi to issue a writ, which would, by that very 
act, indicate an unworthy distrust of a judicial 
tribunal, instituted tn conformity with, and 
bound by, the same Constitution, which U the 
paramount law of oar own. The counsel for 
the petitioner cutild hardly have calculated the 
disastrous result of such premature proceeding. 


It may be said that the Federal Coart can

The matter of jurisdiction 1* a legitisaate ques- 


tion to he raised even collaterally. Bat no prin- 
ciple of jurisdiction, no precedent can be found, 
by which one court iiamhoricet to Inattire pre- 
liminarily Into the jurisdiction of another, or to 
wrest the party or subject matter ofa cause 
from such jurisdiction. 


Out he first writ tbo State Judge had juris- 


diction, as he thought, and he could not have 
permitted any person to refuse obedience to his 
process, on the ground of his want of jurisdic- 
tion. No such course was attempted. 
The 


question of jurisdiction wnn ruined, H is true, 
by tho attorney for the United StnteH, outbe 
return of the writ, before the officer who ig- 
nited it. The Federal Court was not applied 
to, for the purpose of arresting the proceeding* 
before him, and of deciding, before band, for 
him, 
the question ufhia owujurisdictinn. Had 


such proceedure been attempted, it wo'd have 
afforded a novel precedent in the' judicial pro- 
ceedings, and, it is needless to say would not 
havo been submitted to, for a moment 
Every 


Court (of the grade of which we are speaking,) 
in presumed to bo competent to hear and deter- 
mine upon its own jurisdiction and nil other 
Courts are bound to presume thut such deter- 
mination will be according to law. And, altho* 
other Courts may not in all cases be bound by 
Hiich decision, \et no Court IK nuthorizud by law 
to take that matter out of the Court whose pro- 
cess IIIIB first attached, and assume the right of 
adjudication, before the former has hud an op- 
portunity tu hear and determine the matter for 
itnelf. Yet this U precisely what we ire a«ked 
to do in this case, 


We havti decided that tho Fugitive Act of 


September 18th, 1850, is unconstitutional. But 
this decision is not binding upon the Courts of 
another sovereignty, ovcr which we have no 
control. Whenever that act ic brought in ques- 
tion in a proceeding iu this Court, or in tho ju- 
dicial tribunals of thin State, Hint judgment will 
he the rule of thu decision, until it is reversed. 
l^clk'iitig thut to bo the law, it would be buth 
illegal nnd unwise to entertain a Minpit'ion that 
other Courts independent of thix, would be less 
mindful of the great roii»titutionnl guarantiee 
of pei'Bonnl liberty , than we ourselves havo 
been. 


For theso reasons, as well is those urged by 


the Chief Justice., I concur in thu judgment of 
tlm Court denying thiH application. 


These are general principles applicable to nil 


Courts, and binding upon them. Kut tlm stat- 
ute oftli'm Stato interposes un effectual barrier 
to our notion in this case. The 18th ieetioti of 
chapter 1M4 of tho revised a tat u tog proiidcs 
that it shall bo the duty of the officer forthwith 
to remand the prisoner, ifhe i» held " by virtue 
of process issued by any Court or Judge oftho 
United States, in a case where such Court or 
Judge ban exclusive, jiirisdiutluii.*' It wo'd be 
idle to gi iint the writ, w hen it ia apparent npon 
the face of thu petition, that our own statute 
would roinpel au immediate remnuding of the 
prisoner. 


1'erhiip* it ought to be mentioned hero, that 


there in u terv great distinction between <-om- 
imsfiioners of the United States, and riunmis- 
t toners of our own State. Our constitution ex- 
jiri'imly provides for such officer*, nnd authori- 
ses the conferring upon them judicml power, 
which the constitution of tho U. States dot's. 
not do. Whatever imiy t»e the ultimate rights 
of the citizen, it is npjmrontthiit thiHNpplieation 
is premature, nnd that well established rules of 
law an well ns the positive nra\ isiou« of our own 
utiitntit preclude our interleri-nc*-.

SMITH, Justice. 


KEiUAIIKM. 


We Imvo neither time nor npnce, 'to-day, to 


review Justice Smith's Opinion, or toghe it 
more than a passing comment. The attempt 
to reconcile the last opinion with the^rjit one, 


!H n most signal failure. In the first, opinion, 
Mr. Smith stands forth the able man and bold 
jurist, inspired with tho soul of Freedom, ftp ply- 
ing the great principles of Justice and Funda- 
mental Law which underlie the whole system 
of Jurisprudence, and are the basis of a free 
Republican State. In the last opinion, the 
Judge is transformed to the Advocate, trying 
to make out a case ; he resembles a blind man 
groping his wny out of a labyrinth, and pre- 
nents himself as a special pleader, evading the 
real issue, and dodging behind feigned and im- 
material ones. Let us examine his points : 


1. The (irat point which the Judge makes, is, 


thnt we are imprisoned under a n Unconstitution- 
al Act, by a Judge, anil not by a U. S. Commis- 
iioncT. Does that make the illegality of the 
Act the less flagrant? Can the sign manual of 
a Judgo create law out of a nullity, or fill the 
empty void of an unconstitutional and dead 
statute T 


Should we be discharged we might be 


again indicted, arrested nnd committed. 


Suppose we might, we could again be dis- 


charged on a writ of kifbtas corpus. Such a 
contingency furnishes no excuse for a refusal 
to grant the writ ; for If it does, by the Judge's 
own showing, the writ might always tie denied, 
and thus thi* Great Charter of Liberty be an- 
nulled! 


3. We had not applied to Judge Miller for 


a writ of Habeas Corpus. 
(J-E-R-U-S-A- 


L-K-M!!!) It is fair to believe that Judge Mil- 
ler would grant the writ, decide the Fugitive 
Act unconstitutional, and release us. " It wo'd 
indicate an unworthy distrust of him to doubt 
it"!
